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REMARKS 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the allowance 
of Claims 1, 7-9, 17, and 19, and also thank the Examiner 
for the courtesies extended to Applicants' representative 
during the telephonic interview of June 17, 2010. 

This Amendment is made to define the subject matter of 
Claim 17 with greater clarity. In particular, FIG. 10 of 
the drawings has been amended to more clearly illustrate the 
insulating layer recited in Claim 17 consistent with the 
disclosure as-filed. The reference numeral "308" has also 
been added to FIG. 10 to denote the aforementioned 
insulating layer. The specification has been amended for 
consistency. 

The amendments herein are not believed to change the 
scope of the allowed claims. Therefore, no additional 
search or examination is believed to be required by this 
Amendment . 

In addition, the allowed claims 1, 7-9, 17, and 19 are 
believed to remain patentable after entry of this Amendment, 
due at least to the reasons for allowance set forth in the 
Examiner's Amendment dated June 28, 2 010.
